2. Number of post, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of said post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment age limit and qualifi¬ 
cations etc.—The method of recruitment to the said 


post, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 
to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification—No persons — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided, that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or ex¬ 
pedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing and in consultation with 
Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribe, Ex-Servicemen and other 
special categories of persons, in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

Other 
Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with Ihe orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

(1) be the material obtained from the seeds separated from the capsules of ‘Amomum Subulatum Rozburgh”; 

(2) have fresh taste and aroma normally associated with the characteristic of product; 

(3) be in sound and merchantable condition and fit for human consumption in all respects; 

(4) be free from off-flavour, rancid taste, mustiness, mould growth, insect infestation, rodent contamination and 
added colouring matter; 

(5) comply with the restrictions in regard to aflatoxin content metallic contaminants as specified under the Preven¬ 
tion of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 as amended from time to time.
